The Reservation Lands. 


The act of congress opening the 
Bed Lake reservation for entry pro­ 
vides as follows: 
P rovided , That each settler under 
and in accordance with the provisions 
of said homestead laws shall pay to 
the United States for the land so 
taken by him the sum of one dollar 
and twenty -live cents for each and 
every acre, in five equal annual pay ­ 
ments, and shall be entitled to a 
patent therefor only at the expiration 
of five y ears from the date of entry , 
according to said homestead laws, 
and after the full pay ment of said one 
dollar and twenty -live cents per acre 
therefor, and due proof of occupancy 
for said period of five y ears, aod any 
convey ance of said lands so taken as a 
homestead, or any contract touching 
the same prior to the date of final en­ 
try . shall be null and void. 
P rovided , That any person who has 
not heretofore had the benefit of the 
homestead or preemption law, and 
who has failed from any cause to per­ 
fect the title to a tract of land hereto- j 
fore entered by him under either of 
said Jaws may make a second home­ 
stead entry under the provisions of 
this act.

Ite n i'flc la rlr# o f Cheap M o n ey . 
Every period of the depreciation of 
the monetary unit has at once sent price# 
up, the price* of the merchant, who gets 
the news quickly , before those of the 
farmer, who gets the news more slowly , 
and a long time before the wages of the 
laborer who cannot afford to hold his 
labor out of market till he gets a propor­ 
tionate increase for It. 
Fixed incomes 
remain the same, and the rise of prices 
inflicts great suffering on their recipi­ 
ents. Wages remain the same for a time 
and rise slowly , and in the meantime 
the laborers complain that prices have 
gone up so that they cannot afford to buy 
enough food and clothing. 
The farmer 
gets two prices for all he selh and pay s 
two prices for all he buy s, and Is no bet­ 
ter off than he was before the change. 
The beneficiaries are debtors on obliga­ 
tions incurred before the change, and 
these are not a very large class—many 
of them are also creditors and lose out

The Reservation Lands. 
The act of congress opening the 
Red Lake reservation for entry pro­ 
vides as follows: 


P r o v id e d , That each settler under 
and in accordance with the provisions 
of said homestead laws shall pay to 
the United States for the land so 
taken by him the sum of one dollar 
and twenty-five cents for each and 
every acre, in five equal annual pay­ 
ments, and shall be entitled to a 
patent therefor only at the expiration 
of five years from the date of entry, 
according to said homestead laws, 
and after the full payment of said one 
dollar and twenty-fire cents per acre 
therefor, and doe proof of occupancy 
for said period of five years, and any 
conveyance of said lands so taken as a 
homestead, or any contract teaching 
the same prior to the date of final en­ 
try, shall be nail and void. 
P r o v id e d , That any person who has 
not heretofore had the benefit of the 
homestead or preemption law, and 
who has failed from any cause to per­ 
fect the title to a tract of land hereto­ 
fore entered by him under either of 
said laws may make a second home­ 
stead entry under the provisions of 
this act. 


About Catching Fish. 
The following poiuts regarding 
fishing may keep some one from 
violating the law, through ignorance, 
and save them a fine: 
The game and fish law, as amended 
1895, makes it unlawful to catch or 
have in possession any brook trout 
except daring the months of May, 
Jane, July and Angust. 
Aud other 
food fish must not be caught or had 
in possession during the months of 
March and April. 
Penalty for Viola­ 
tion of above, a fine not lese than $5 
nor more than $25, or imprisonment 
in the county jail for each and every 
fish caught or had in possession. 
Penalty for catching fish in any ether 
manner than with hook and line, a 
fine of not less than $25 nor more than 
HOO and costs of prosecution, or im­ 
prisonment in the county jail. ~ A re­ 
ward of $10 will be paid the person 
furnishing the evidence to convict 
anyone of a violation of the fish law.

The glass was broken out of 
street cars that were passing at the 
time, and one of the cars was badly 
wrecked, bot none of the passengers 
were seriously hurt. 
All the horses 
In the Immediate neighborhood broke 
from their fastenings and ran away, 
and there was not only Intense excite­ 
ment. but, also, the greatest confusion. 
Several people were slightly hurt in 
stampedes of crowds. 
The ground floor of 
432 Walnut 
m eet wa* 
occupied 
by Adolph C. 
Uracil as a saloon. 
He owned that 
part of the building, and the other part 
was owned by M. Goldsmith, and the 
flirt floor of this building, 430 Walnut 
stiei*t, was also occupied by a saloon 
run by Louis Fey. The upper stories 
of tile live-story building were occu­ 
pied os flats.

Tile circum­ 
stances of tile minder are such as to 
make it one of peculiar atrocity. Tho 
young victim’s clothes were torn from 
lier and strewn a lieut for quite a dis­ 
tance, showing that she had made a 
desperate resistance against the at­ 
tempts of the assailants, who. tho of. 
fleers lndieve, sought to criminally as­ 
sault her. 
Tho path leading to tho 
bottom of tin* ravine was Iicspatiered 
with blood and tile water iii which she 
was standing was m l with It wheu she 
was found. 
The affair has caused 
lunch excitement. A lady riding in tho 
vicinity about the time of the murder 
paw a negro running across the road 
just at that time, and this, besides tile 
finding of a pistol near by, Is the only 
clew. Tile Kreglo family are industri­ 
ous working people, aud the victim was 
one of live sistA*rs.

The officials, however, sig- 
niiicd their willingness to discuss the 
minor grievances with the men. Gen­ 
eral Manager Wyman said that no dis 
cuss ion would alter the determination 
of the dim-tors to concede uotliiug in 
their position relative to wages aud 
arbitration, and the mer. said that no 
agreement could be accepted by them 
iii which present conditions in these 
respects form a part.

into the lake and called to him but 
tbe man evidently did not hear him, 
and about that time tbe horses went 
into a hole in deep water. 
The rnau, 
whose name was L. S. Van Wold, 
stood up ia his wagon and hung onto 
the reins, and the wagon box floated 
off from the wagon, the horses mak­ 
ing out into the lake being frighten­ 
ed. 
Van Wold theu dropped the 
lines and jum|>ed into the water but 
could not swim very well, and Kiley 
stripped and plunged in after him. 
The horses had turned round and 
when they saw Kiley made for him, 
and be had all he could do to keep 
away from them, and in fact was 
struck twice. 
Van Wold had gone 
to the bottom aud when Kiley re­ 
gained the shore he was nearly ex­ 
hausted. The horses were gotten out 
and tbe body afterwards recovered. 
On Van Wold’s person was a letter 
Addressed to Deerfield, but the water 
had erased the name of the person it 
was directed to, and he had $4.75 in 
silver in his pocket. 
The body was left at Bernard's un­ 
til y esterday afternoon, when Coroner 
Deau brought it to this city .

deceased lived on a claim near Sibley 
lake, ou the B. & N. M., ami leaves a 
wife and four children in destitute 
circumstance.

Every period of the depreciation of 
the m onetary unit has at once sent prices 
np, the prices of the m erchant, w ho gets 
the new s quickly, before those of the 
farm er, w ho gets the new s more slow ly, 
and a long tim e before the w ages of the 
laborer w ho cannot afford to hold his 
labor out of m arket till he gets a propor­ 
tionate increase for it. 
F ixed incom es 
rem ain the sam e, and the rise of prices 
inflicts great suffering on their recipi­ 
ents. W ages rem ain the sam e for a tim e 
and rise slow ly, and in the m eantim e 
the laborers com plain that prices have 
gone up so that they cannot afford to buy 
enough food and clothing. 
The farm er 
gets tw o prices for a ll he sells and pays 
tw o prices for a ll he buys, and Is no bet­ 
ter off than he w as before the change. 
The beneficiaries are debtors on obliga­ 
tions incurred before the change, and 
these are not a very large class— m any 
of them are also creditors aud lose out 
pf one pocket w h ile gain ing into the 
Other— and 
the 
speculators, som e of 
w hom alw ays m ake a profit in panics 
and crises and periods of sudden changes 
of values out of the losses of others.—

To irrigate 
costs a good deal of money, more than 
the owner of this particular tract pos­ 
sessed, so la* hit upon a scheme. 
Ile 
constructed half a dozen large, sheet- 
iron contrivances, 
exactly Like 
the 
spout of a sprinkling pot, except it w as 
a good many tim es as large. These lie 
placed at angles of about forty five de 
gives on different portions of his land. 
All of those were connected with drain 
pipes to another larger pi]** that went 
to the river. A shut off in the main 
pipe completed the irrigating outfit. 
H e can turn on the water, and have* 
just as little or as much rain on his 
ground as he pleases. The water, fall 
lag in a spray, like a shower of natural 
rain, is very much better 
for tin* 
ground and growing plants than nay 
other system of Irrigation could possi­ 
bly be, and lie lias the benefit of the 
river at a trifling cost.”—W ashington 
Star.

Some of the most successful farmers 
of my acquaintance aced down every 
field of grain with clover, considering 
tluit the pasture and manorial value of 
clover, plowed under, of fields not left 
for meadow, well pays for the clover 
seed. 
Study Hie clover plant. 
It w ill pay 
any farmer to note more accurately 
than la* lias done the pecuhir habits of 
tee clover plant—Its long tap-root, its 
ability to stand dry weather when once 
established, its tenderness in loos** soils 
before it is well rooted, its small no­ 
dules upon the roots, through with ii it 
absorbs nitrogen from Hi** air, and < s- 
peeiaily Its efficiency as a sub seller. 
Every farmer knows that a hard-pan 
under his soil means grief to bim and 
his, and that before tin* farm can be 
mad** profitable this hard-pan must be 
broken up; but bow to do it cheaply 
and effectively has been the trouble. 
Subsoil plows have been invented. 
used for a few years, and for tile most 
part abandoned. 
Deep plowing has 
been tried, and tile result of a crop 
failure for one or two years, or until 
th** lower soil had been sweetened by 
exposure to rain and frost, or by heavy 
manuring. 
Tho hest. and at the sam e tim e the 
cheapest, subsoil**!* we know of, is clo­ 
ver roots. The hard-pan may be so 
near th** surface that clover will not 
grow; but in ordinary farming sec­ 
tions, where there is sufficient rainfall 
to grow clover, there is rn* suhsoiior so 
cheap aud effective as chiver roots. 
The clover roots bore downward by 
night as well as by day. Sunday and 
holidays included. 
This silent force/which honeycombs 
th** earth cannot be measured .but its 
work is none the less effective, 
it 
makes a place for itself in life and in 
death; it m akes a place for tin* air, that 
most perfect instrument in breaking 
up the most impervious subsoil. 
Not 
only that, but it fertilizes the air space. 
and tlins tem pts downward the- roots 
of other plants and grasses. 
\\ hat 
subsoil plow works so easily and is as 
cheap in its construction and efficient 
in operation? All it needs is clover 
seed sown early aud covered ii! time. 
W atch this process going on this 
summer; exam ine the clover roots a 
mouth, tw o mouths, six months and 
eighteen months old; dig down and see 
for yourself now far they go; find Wit 
Iii what kind of soils tin y go deepest; 
compare the expense of this with that 
of the subsoil plow ami the labor, and 
remember that tin* subsoil plow eau go 
at best but for a few inches, while the 
clover plant reaches down one. two, 
three and even nine feet into the sui* 
soil.

S. Van Wold, 
stood up in his wagon aud hung onto 
the reins, and the wagon box floated 
off from the wagon, the horses mak­ 
ing out iuto the lake being frighten­ 
ed. 
Van Wold then dropped the 
lines and jumped into the water but 
could not swim very well, and Kiley 
stripped and plunged in after him. 
The horses had turned round and 
when they saw Kiley made for him, 
and he had all he could do to keep 
away from them, and iu fact was 
struck twice. 
Vau Wold had gone 
to the bottom and when Kiley re­ 
gained the shore he was nearly ex­ 
hausted.
